‘November 2.—(Special.)— 
delegation called on 

Stevenson, Speaker 
Crisp and each of the members 
of the eabinet today and extend- 
ed invitatidns to them to visit the Augusta 
exposition.. The vice president, the speaker 
Secretary Morton, Secretary Smith aud 
Secretary Lamont positively accepted, 
While Secretary Gresham and Secretary 
Bissell promised to go if possible. Tomor- 
row morning at 10:50 o'clock the delega- 
tion escorted bythe Georgia and South 
Carolina congressmen will call upon the 
president and formally tender bim an invi- 
tation. 

The Augustans are very hopeful that the 
president will accept. From what several 
members of the cabinet told them today 
they have good reason to hope. The presi- 
dent has nut been to Georgia for several 
years except to pass hurriedly through, 
and it is understood that he is anxious to 
Visit Georgia again. Tonight the delega- 
tion was dined by Secretary Hoke Smith 
at his new K street residence. 

Rieed Was in an Ugly Mood. 

Tom Reed came down to the house this 
morning in a bad humor and displayed a 
temper which tied things up into a hard 
knot. It was S o'clock tonight before the 
burly man from Maine regained his usual 
placikl temper and untied it. Early this 
morning the committee on ruies of the 
house met and decided upon adjournment 
at 5 o'clock tomorrow evening. Such a res- 
olution was introduced by General 
Catching and was immediately  adopt- 
ed by the house. Shortly thereafter Mr. 
Wilson introduced a resolution authorizing 
the members of the ways and means com- 
mittee to sit during the recess and report 
a bill to the clerk and bave the same 
printed. 

Tom Reed objected to this. He said the 
republicans of the committee had not been 
called into consultation in the preparation 
uf the tariff bill and he was opposed to the 
resolution. He said there was no reason 
why the republican members of the commit- 
tee should be forced to remain here and 
tha: any how they wanted “ample time to 
prepare a minority report. Mr. Reed be- 
gan filibustering against the consideration 
of the resolution. ‘Che speaker immediately 
cated a meeting of the committee on rules 
and brought in a special order providing for 
the immediate consideration of Mr. Wil- 
son's resolution. Mr. Reed could not fili- 
buster on this, but under his leadership the 
republicans abstained from voting aud there 
Wis not a democratic quorum present—al- 
though a call of the house was ordered and 
the sergeant-at-arms sent out to arrest ab- 
sent members. 

Tom Finally Agrees. 

So many had left town that it was found 
impossible to get a quorum. ‘The house 
remained in a deadlock until 8 o'clock to- 
night when Mr. Reed agreed to protest no 
lotiger against the passage of the resolution, 
provided the republicans were given ten 
days after the bili was reported, in which 
to file a minority report. Of course the 
democrats at once agreed to this. They 
would have agreed to it at first had Mr. 
Reed proposed it. The fact is that Mr. Reed 
was simply in a bad humor and exhibited 
it. Though the republican side did not 
agree with him his party men followed his 
leadership, as they always do. 

The indications now are that 
will adjourn tomorrow. 

The senate passed the Chinese bil! today, 
and it will go to the president tomorrow 
morning. The only point of difference now 
between the two houses is on an amend- 
ment which the senate inserted in the ur- 
gency deficiency bill. The amendment pro- 
vides for the payment of senate clerks em- 
ployed during a recess two years ago. The 
house refuses to pay for clerks to senators 
employed during a recess. The senate has 
insisted upon it, but it is probable that the 
senate will recede tomorrow and incorporate 
this amendment in th» general deficiency 
bill, which will come ur later. 

Will Adjourn Today. 

In the event that the senate agrees to 
do this fomorrow morning. it will itme- 
diately pass the adjournment resolution, 
which has been sexy in by the house, and 
congress will then adjourn at the hour 
fixed. It may be, however, that the sen- 
ate will amend it to adjourn later in the 
afternoon, but it is quite sure that con- 
gress will adjourn some time tomorrow. It 
will then meet again on the first Monday in 
December. Many members are leaving 
town tonight. Neariy all of them will be 
away by tomorrow nizht. All the mem- 
hers of the Georgia delegation, except Judge 
Yurner, who is on the ways and means 
committee, will go home. Speaker Crisp 
will make a short trip to New York and 
Chicago before returning to Georgia.

Who Will Succeed Judge Fond? 

Speculation is beginning to be rife con- 
cerning the successor to the date Circuit 
Judge Hugh L. Bond. The circuit com- 
prises Maryland, the two Virginias and the 
two Carolinas. Public men from the states 
in the circuit south of Maryland appear con- 
lident that the succession will fall to one of 
their number. There are capable lawyers, 
some of them of considerable judicial ex- 
periencé, who may be fairly said to be can- 
didates for the appointment. 

In Virginia are Judge S. G. Whittle, now 
on the state circuit bench; Judge Berry- 
man Green, of Danville, Judge Keith, of 
Warrenton, Congressman Harry Tuckei 
Hon. C. V. Meredith, of Virginia, and Rich- 
ard W. Walke, of Norfolk. It is understood 
that Senator Danie! would himself be a 
candidate if he thought he stood any show 
of receiving the appointment. Mr. Tucker's 
friends lay great stress on the fact that he 
is the author of the bill to repeal the fed- 
eral election laws. It is also said that Sen- 
ator Ransom, of North Carolina, would like 
the place. Judge Simonton, United States 
district judge for South Carolina, is also a 
candidate. 

It is understood that Senator Faulkner 
would be glad to accept the place. It wil 
be remembered that when President Cleve- 
land last spring came to appoint the new 
court of appeals of this district, he had un- 
der serious consideration the name of Sena- 
tor Faulkner, and it is believed only decided 
to pass him by because Mr. Faulkner was 
a senator at the time the court was created, 
and although he did not fall directly per- 
haps under the constitutional inhibition, 
it was considered best not to appoint a 
senator or representative to a judicial posi- 
tion created by a congress of which he was 
a member. Nothing of this sort can be urged 
against Senator Faulkner now, and if he 
is stil ambitious to go upon the bench he 
will unquestionably prove to be a formid- 
able candidate. There are no indications, 
however, that the selection will be made be- 
fore the regular session of congress.

HAMPTON AS CHIEF. 


Qne Wing of South Carolina’s Democ- 
racy Looks to Him. 


HE 1S WILLING TO GRGANIZE CLUBS 


It Is Considered Necessary to Make 


an Early Move. 


THE ALLIANCEMEN DEMAND PLEDGES 


Candidates Must Promise to Advocate the 
Principles of the Ocala Platiorm to 
Get ‘their Votes, 


Columbia, S. C., November 2.—Since ‘the 
State Farmers’ Alliance of South Caro- 
lina voted that as a prerequisite to receiv- 
ing alliance votes, all candidates in the dem- 
ocratic primaries next year must pledge 
themselves to support the Ocala platform, 
the Cleveland democrats of the state have 
believed that the allianee proposes to use 
the democratic machinery to elect populists 
tv congressional and all other offices. 

This belief has been contirmed by the 
declaration in the silver debate by Senator 
Irby, who is the state democratic chairman, 
that if unconditional repeal should prevail, 
he and his people, the alliancemen, would 
refuse to follow democratic leadership fur- 
ther, and that he would vote against any 
tariff reform measure introduced in behalf 
of the national administration. 

A probable result of this policy is indi- 
cated in a letter from General Wade 
Hampton, federal commissioner of rail- 
roads, to the editor of The Columbia State, 
and which will appear in that paper tomor- 
row. General Hampton is vice president 
for South Carolina of the National League 
of Democratic Clubs, of which Chauncey 
I’. Biack, of Pennsylvania, is president. 
Noting the fact that The State and other 
conservative or uanti-Ocala papers have 
been advocaing his taking the lead, in or- 
gunizing this league, for the eupport of the 
democratic principles asserted at the na- 
tional convention, General Hampton says: 

I have waited to ascertain tie views of the 
democratic press af South Caroitna, for these 
papers represent, im my opinion, the only 
true democratic sentiment of the state and 
this sentiment should be expressed by what 
are caled the conservatsve papers. My own 
judgment is clear that the time has come 
when the .ine shou:d be drawn between those 
Who siaud on the Ocala piatform and tuose 
who stand on that of the nationa!l democracy. 
No man who upholds the former can claim 
properiy to be-a democrat, and unless our peo- 
pie choose to support the fallacies of the 
Ocala adherents or to be ied into the populist 
paviy, the true democrats of the staie shou.d 
organige to ma.ntain the princip.es of the 
democratic party as set forth iu the Chicago 
p:atform. If my democratic feiiow citizens 
agree with me that this is the true po.icy 
to be adopted [ shall at once proceed to or- 
ganize natioual democratic clubs throughout 
the state, and I shall exert my utmost ef- 
forts to keep the state ‘where it properly be- 
longs, in the great democratic co.umn. 

I belleve that this can be done, for our peo- 
p'e will searece.y now, in the hour of victory, 
forsake the flag ‘they fo.lawed steadfastiy 
aml so faithfuily when that flag went down 
in defeat. Lnsecrupulous demagogues have 
by false pretenses misied many of our most 
honest amen, and they have brought shame 
upon our proud state. 

I stili have ‘abiding faith In the 
followed the starry cross through trials and 
carnage; who bore. iwith the heroism of 
martyrs, the suffering of the reconstruction 
era, andiwho, with a devotion and pluck never 
surpassed, rescued the state in 1876. 

Those men cannot forget the past, nor can 
they forsake the banuer under which the 
victory of 1876 was won. If 1 can once more 
give aid to my state, I sha‘l giad!y enlist in 
her service and I shali rejoice to joln those 
who seek to wmaintain her we fare, to protect 
her honor and to save her from shame and 
disgrace.

PRICES OUGHT TO BE HIGHER. 


But the Repeal of the Sherman Law Will 

Lower the Cotton Market. Says George. 

Washington, November 2 .—Senator 
George, the chairman of the committee on 
agriculture, which has had under investiga- 
tion the causes of the low prices of cotton, 
stated today in answer to a question as to 
the probable price of the present crop, that 
he had given some attention to the matter 
but that owing to the conflicting elements 
entering into the problem he hesitated to 
express any positive opinion. He = stated 
that there were several facts in the present 
situation which naturally pointed to high- 
er prices for the present crop, which, from 
the best information obtainable, promised 
to be a short one. 

A. B. Shepperson, one of the best au- 
thorities in the United States, estimated 
the present crop at about 6,500,000 bales. 
Mr. Neill, of New Orleans, another high 
authority, estimated it at about 7,750,000. 

Senator George stated that he regarded 
this estimate as too high, but if it were 
correct still there would be a large short- 
age. 

Mr. Thomas Ellison, of England, one of 
the highest anthoritics on the cotton ques- 
tion, estimates that the world’s require- 
ments to be supplied ont of the present 
erop, would be 8,174,000 beles. These 
facts, in the natural order of things, point- 
el to higher prices. 

Qn the other hand, there are strong ele- 
meuts against high prices. One of these 
is the largely decreased purchasing power 
of our agricultural population, coming from 
the low prices of.agricultural products pre- 
vailing in the last few years. This tends 
strongly to lesson the demand for mann- 
factured cotton goods and asa consequence 
means low prices. 

Cause and F ffect. 

Another serious factor tending to lower 
prices is the anticipated contraction of the 
currency since the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman law. This repeal 
puts the United States on a gold basis. 
The price of cotton depends on the supply 
or scarcity of gold. The demand for cold 
will be great. The United States must enter 
into What Mr. Sherman calls the seramble 
for gold now going on in Europe, This de- 
mand will probably shipments of

gold to the United Siates and to that extent ! 


lessen the supply in Europe, where the 
reguhar price fer cotton is tixed for the 
whole world, ‘Tis lessening of the supply 
of gold in Europe will decrease al] prices 
there, including cotton. Besides this an in- 
creased demand for gold will still further 
increase its purchasing power throughout 
the wrold, which is but another name for 
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lower prices. How much this fact will 
counteract the strong influences 1 have 
mentioned for higher prices it is impossi- 
bic to predict. The crop situation, the de 
mand and supply, favor higher prices, 
which I would confidently expect, but for 
those adverse influences. 

Another adverse influence is the great 
power of those engaged in gambling in 
futures. These speculations have already 
fixed as far as human agency at this time 
can fix, the future price of cotton for all 
the coming months up to July at a rate 
very little iu advance of the present market

Of the injured this is but a partial lst, 
as many who were hurt disanpeared from 
the seene: Michael MeDonald, aged twen- 
ty-eight, at Bellevue hospital, both legs 
fractured below the knee: Patrick McDonu- 
ald, aged twenty-eight, both thigh bones 
fractured about the ‘body; Mrs. Jacob Nol- 
dinger, cut by flying glass; Annie Galla- 
gher, ‘badly bruised by fiying debris; John 
Peters, cut by flying giass: John Ruhl, 
struck by falling timbers, injuries not se- 
rious; Myrtle Gallagher, cut by flying glass; 
John Reinfrank, cut by glass. 

The explosion occurred about 1 o'clock 
and those employed in the stables, who 
live near by, had just. returned from lunch, 

In that portion of the stables to which 
the explosion was confined about fifteen 
men were at work, mostly on the ground 
floor—the building is three stories and of 
brick—banking up corn and grain. 

Without warning a terrific crash was 
heard, and the air for one hundred yards 
in every direction was filled with bricks, 
timbers, iron and debris of every descrip- 
tion.

The Destruction Complete. 

A great volume of escaping steam roared 
and hissed above the tumult. In a short 
lime, however, it had exhausted itself and 
through a veil of dust could be seen a pict- 
ure of wreck and destruction. The entire 
fronts of the two stable buildings, num- 
bers 535 and 537, had been blown into the 
street. The second floor, om which was 
banked hundreds of tons of fodder, fell, 
going through into the cellar. The next 
roof fell. The destruction ef the building 
was complete and terrible. The building 
Opposite, a five story brick tenement with 
two stores and eight dwelling apartmenis, 
all occupied, presented a strange appear- 
ance. 

Directly in front of the window of a sa- 
loon, kept by John Ruhl. lay the boiler. 
It was of the Lowe pattern make, manu- 
factureal at Bridgeport, four feet six inches 
in diameter by twelve feet in length. There 
Was scarcely a bulge in its sides. The riv- 
eting on the bottom showed that the im- 
mense evliinder had been torn out at the 
roots. Sergeant Washington Mullin, of the 
boiler inspecting bureav, says the explosion 
was caused by over-pressure. 

Engineer Armstrong, it is said, was not 
licensed to run a boiler of the pattern ex- 
ploded. It was a Lowe patent boiler and 
he was only permitted by law to run a 
tubular horizontal boiler. Armstrong was 
employed in the Corlears street stables of 
the railroad and had only come up for the 
day. 

Far into the night a gang of laborers 
were at work clearing the wreckage away.

Washington, November 2.—The galleries of 
the house were aimost deserted this morning 
when it convened and not over 100 members 
were on the floor.

Judge Holman, of Indiana, argued against 
adjournment and in favor of a recess in order 
that the committees m.gbt have an opportuni- 
ty to work between now and the begiun.og 
of the regular session. 

“Wall street bas no further use for us,” 
shouted Mr. Bland. 

Mr. Terry, of Arkansas, argued against e!th- 
er an adjournment or a recess. 

Mr. Catchings repi.ed that if there was any 
business on the calendar there would be much 
more force in the suggestion that the house 
remain in continuous sess.on. 

“Is there any possibility,” asked Mr. Hen- 
Gerson, of lowa, “of reporting the tariff bill 
befure the regular sess.on?’”’ 

“None whatever,” answered Mr. Catchings. 

The vote was then taken by yeas and nays 
@ud ihe resolution was carried—134 to 83. 

Mr. Wilsons Resolution. 

Mr. Wilson, chairman of the ways and means 
comnmitiee, asked unanimous consent for the 
consideration of a resolution to perm.t the 
Ways and means commiitee to sit during the 
adjournment and to file with reports any bills, 
and provid.ng that if filed, such b.lls and re- 
‘ports shall be mailed to each member.

After numerous his- 
torical citations (Mr. Davis pointed out Russia, 
which had expeiled the Jews, and the moral 
Sense and sentiment of. Lye civilized world 
had risen against it. Mr. Davis closed his 
urguinent by expressing his desire to see ‘‘all 
this flagitious and ferocious legislation ex- 
punged from the statute books.” 

Mr, Call argued in favor of the proposed 
amendments of the act of 1892. 

House biil to aid the world’s falr prize-win- 
ners’ exposition to be held in New York was 
laid before the senate and referred to the 
committee on finance. 

The House Bill Passed. 

Mr. White, democrat, of California, then 
addressed the senate on the Chinese bill. He 
referred to the  highbinders, a §cr.minal 
organization, whose members killed men for 
pay. He said the Chinese empire stood today 
not as the indication of progress, but as a 
nation incapable of absorbing anything more 
thah it had already taken within its confines.

HE FOUGHT THE RECORDER'S COURT 


Council, However, Establistes One—The 
City Has Anotner Lively Campaign 
on for the Mayoraity. 


Columbus, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)— 
After various fights aud wrangles the city 
council last night succeeded in passing an 
ordinance creating a recorder’s court and 
providing for an officer to preside over it. 
The question first came up last Christmas 
at the meeting of council, when the new 
members were sworn in, but the vote on 
its passage resulted in a tie and it became 
necessary for Mayor Stade to cast the de- 
ciding ballot, which he did, kiding the or- 
dinance. Mayor Slade has been squarely 
against the ordinance from the beginning 
and by his influence in council has pre- 
vented its adoption until now. - 

After the contest last Christmas the ques- 
tion came up at various and sundry times 
and as the sequel proves has been gaining 
strength each time. At the first reading 
of the ordinance this last time, Mayor Sade 
ruled it out of order on the ground that the 
same ordinance could not be voted on twice 
in the same year after it once had been de- 
feated. Alderman Abuey, the father of 
the ordinance, appealed from the mayor’s de- 
Cision and the decision Was not sustained. 
Last night’s reading was the second time 
and the ordinance passed by a good ma- 
jority. It will in ail probability have the 
effect of decreasing the mayor's salary 
about $600, making it $1,200 a year. 

The people are very evenly divided on the 


question and some commend and others con- | 


demn the enactment. It has divided the 
council, about equal numbers being ranged 
on either side until last night, when some 
of the wavering ones went over to the side 
that desired its passage. It has been a 
feading question in council for some months 
and has kept things lively at a number of 
meetings. 
The Maysralty Race. 

The mayoralty race between Captain J. 
J. Slade and Mr. J. B. Tarver is a unique 
one. Not only are the political forces of 
the municipality engaged in the contest, but 
the churches are ranged on either side to a 
certain extent. Captain Slade is a deacon 
in the Baptist church and Mr. Tarver is a 
steward in the Methodist church. Then the 
liquor element proposes to have its say and 
other forces are at work. Altogether the 
race will be considerably mixed up. Both 
candidates are right behind the voters and 
the’ fun is beginning in good earnest.

SALVAGE FROM THE WRECK. 


The Negroes Had Carried a Great Quantity of 
the Cargo Ashore 

Savannah, Ga., November 2.—(Speciai.) 
Dr. Heighway, of Bluffton, who had the 
underwriters’ contract to remove whatever 
was possible of the City of Savannah's 
eargo and valuable parts of the wreck, 
‘ame over yesterday with a boatload of 
wreckage, which he has turned over to the 
underwriters’ agents here. In all, Dr. 
Heighway saved about 150 cases of shoes, 
part of which were pieked up on the island, 
where they had been carried by negroes, 
several boatloads of furniture, quantities of 
cotton bagging and ship furniture and por- 
tions of the wreck, handsome woodwork 
of the cabins, mahogany doors and other 
stuff. In the 150 cases of shoes there are 
nearly 4,000 pairs. These are compara- 
tively little damaged. The cotton bagging 
is also in good condition. 

The last thing Dr. Heighway saved from 
the wreck was the name of the steamer on 
her bow and stern, which was put on with 
solid brass letters. These he got off with 
great difficufty and at a good deal of. risk. 

Dr. Heighway expected to save the pro- 
peller, engines and boilers, but that was im- 
possible. Tor ten days after the October 
storm it was impossible to get near the 
wreck and even after that it was a venture 
that few cared to attempt. Much of the 
stuff was stolen from the vessel by the ne- 
groes, who carried ashore everything that 
was moveable. ‘There is hardly a negro 
house on the island that has not been 
stored with wreckage of some sort. Some of 
the photographs taken show piles of wreck- 
age in the woods, where jit had been taken. 
After rifling the trunks they were left on 
the beach or wherever they were taken, 
Had it not been for the October storm, Dr. 
Heighway says a large amount of the 
eargo and vaimable portions of the vessel 
would have been saved, but as it is the 
underwriters will realize very little. 
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THIRTY CENTS FOR COTTON. 


Arkansas White Caps Raise Their Limit and 
Post More Gins. 

Little Rock, Ark., November 2.—(Special.)- 
Reports reached here today from southwest 
Arkansas that the white caps huve posted no- 
ices on almost every gin in that section warn- 
ing farmers not to gin any more cotton until 
the price advanced to 30 cents a pound, 

Ginners are strenuously obeying the injunc- 
tion that forbids the running of their gins un. 
der penalty of being burned. Most of the 
gins are full of cotton unginned, and its de- 
struction would entail serious loss to the farm- 
ers. The farmers are perfecting a plan of 
action against the white caps, aud bloodshed 
is expected in the community. 

Several gins have been posted in this vicinity 
during the last few days, and the farmers are 
scared for fear that all will be destroyed. 
The governor is being flooded with appealing 
communications and it is more than probable 


that executive interference will be interposed. 


‘SAWED IN TWAIN, 


Two Tramps Put a Man to Death ona Circu- 
lar Saw Afser Assaulting His Wife. 

Spokane, Wash., November 2—From Na- 
ples, a small lumber siding on the Great 
Northern road, about forty miles east of 
here, Comes the story of a deed which, for 
fiendish cruelty, has but few equals in the 
annals of crime. Jacob Herzner is the own- 
er of a snvall sawmill at Nuples, where he 
lives with his wife and son. Tnére is no 
other neighbor within half a mile of the 
mill. On Saturday last the son John went 
to Bonner’s ferry, and upon his return 
home in the evening he was confronted 
with a sight that froze his blood with 
horror. On the floor of the mill he- found 
his mother lying in a pool of blood nearly 
dead, and a few feet distant, bound to the 


carriage used in conveying logs to the cir | 


cular saw, was his father, dead, having 
been sawed in two. The sen applied such 
restoratives as were at hand and succeed- 
ed in bringing his mother to consciousness, 
when she painfully and with mueh difficul- 
ty related to him what had occurred. 

About 4 o'clock in the afternoon she 
Was sitting in the house, which is but a 
short distance from the mill, alone, when 
two drunken tramps came to the door and 
demanded food, at the same time using 
very offensive language. 

She became frightened and succeeded in 
slamming and bolting the door before ther 
could get in. The tramps then went to the 
mill, and finding no one there they returned 
to the house and demanded admittanee, 
and upon being refused they broke in the 
door. Finding their victim alone one of the 
men criminally assaulted Mrs. Herzner. 
In her struggles Mrs. Herzner emitted 

iercing shrieks which were heard by her 

usband, who was in the timber a ‘short 
distance away. rie hastened to the house, 
and arrived as the second tramp was ih

| the act of committing an assault. Being un- 


armed be was gavagely attacked by the 
men, and after a terrible struggle, in whici 
the tramps were badly bruised, Herzner 
was knocked senseless. 

In order to cover up their erime they bit 
upon the plan of putting Herzner on the 
log carrmge and sawing him in twain. 
While they were engaged in their fiendish 
act Mrs. Herzner staggered to the mill 
and implored them to spare her husband, 
but was answered by « terrible blow on 
the head with a stick of wood in the hands 
of one of her assailants, which rendered her 
unconscious to What further transpired 
until her son returned. ‘The tramps execut- 
ed their horrible deed, and leaving Mrs. 
Heraner for dead, they fled. The son soon 
spread the news to the surrounding settlers 
and & posse was soon formed to hunt down 
the men, but it is feared that they will es- 
cape under cover of darkness, as they have 
several hours’ start. 


PAEDICTS ulsincSS IN ENGLAND. 


Moreton Frewen, the English Bim etallist 
_ Talks onthe Effect of Repeal. 

W ashington, October 31.—Moreton Frew- 
en, the English bimetallist, who is the guest 
of Alan Johnstone, second secretary of 
the British legation, was today asked for 
ai expression Of opinion of the effect upon 
business of the repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver purchase act. He said: 

“If the price of silver bullion falls, as 
[ expect will be the case, that drags down 
the exchange rates with the far east, which 
are already at the snapping point, and we 
shall have a panic in London before the 
hew year; a panic you will feel in every 
corner of this continent,” 

‘Then you don't favor the view that 
the repeal of the act will bring buying or- 
ders from London to Wal! street?” 

“No. London will be a seller for a long 
time to come. We are in great trouble in 
Australia and in India, Our export trade 
With China, Singapore and South Ameri- 
ca is already paralyzed by the fall in the 
rates of silver exchange, London has been 
praying that you will siop your silver pur- 
chases, thinking that then your stock mar- 
ket will recover, sO that she may send you 
home your securities realized at higher 
prices. «We are in no position to buy; the 
great English manufcturing fortunes have 
suffered terribly. When we in England 
have financial troubles, times are bad and 
prices are depressed, so that your exports 
to England fall off, and your imports re- 
maining the same, gold leaves you. To 
borrow gold in England and to bring it 
here inevitably turns the balance of trade 
against this country. It would turn it in 
the face even of a great harvest; so that 
the gold begins to flow back again on the 
nearest ship. Austria is trying to get goid 
and hold it in this way. Wecekherle, her 
finance minister, is an intelligent man, 
but knows nothing whatever about the the- 
ory of the foreign exchanges. Mr. Gos- 
chen told him three years since that, while 
Austria could borrow gold, she could never 
keep it except under lock and key, and 80 
the event has proved. It is still all under 
lock and key, but gold is tlready at a pre- 
mium in the dual monarchy. Unlock the 
treasury door and it will disappear at once. 
And you here will discover also that, with 
wages and prices in England falling by 
leaps and bounds, to try to bring British 
gold here is merely to pour water in a 
sieve.” 


THE GASE AGAINST MAISON. 


An Appeal Will Be Taken at the Expense of 
the French Government. 

Pittsburg, November 2.—The French am- 
bassador at Washington has interested him- 
self in the case of Noel Maison, the Irench 
anarchist, convicted in the county court 
here last week of murder in the first de- 
gree. It has been represented to the am- 
bassador that Maison is poor and friend- 
less, and, if he had money to procure cer- 
tain witnesses, he could establish his in- 
nocence, Upon this, M. Patenotre delegated 
Leon LePorters to investigate the case 
and act for the French government. Le- 
Porters called at the jail today, but the 
warden refused to allow him to see ‘Maison 
without an order from the court. This 
will be done tomorrow. LePorters says 
the case wil be tsken to the supreme court 
at the expense of the French government. 
Maison was convicted of the killing of Mrs. 
Sophia Reas. It was alleged that Maison 
and a companion named Breysse, now on 
trinl, were engaged in an anarchistic plot to 
blow up Canadian public buildings, and 
that Mrs. Reas was killed because she 
accidentally discovered the secrets of the 
anarchists. 3

Young Ellis’s Fate Is in the Hands of | 


the Jurors, Who Are Locked Up. 
HIS CASE {IS AN UNUSUAL ONE 


He Was Employed at a Freight Depot, 
and Was Shortin His Accounts When 
the Place Was Blown Up. 
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Birmingham, Ala., November 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The BDliis arson case was given to 
the jurors at noon today, but they have 
not been able to reach a verdict. At 10 
o'clock tonight they were carried to a 
hotel and locked in their rooms. ‘They 
will consider the matter again in the morn- 
ing, and a verd'ct or a mistrial will be 
rendered before tGmorrow 1003). 

History of the Case. 

This case is one of much more than or- 
diuary interest. Ellis is a young man 
about gWwenty-two years old, has a good 
education and belongs to an excellent 
family, his father being Rev. C. C.. Ellis, 
of the Methodist church of Alabama. The 
facts in the case are as follows: About 11 
o'clock on the night of July 30. 1891, a tre- 
mendous explosion in the center of the city 
broke half of the plate glass windows in 
the stores and shattered the window panes 
in residences a mile awy. The explosion 
was followed by a brilliant biaze and in a 
few moments almost the whole town was 
illuminated. The explosion was found to 
have occurred iu the large freight depot 
of the Alabama Great Southern road, 
which is situated on Railroad avenue near 
Lighieeoth sireet. The middle of the dopo, 
which was 400 feet long, was blown away 
aud freight of different kinds was thrown 
all over the neighborhood. The building 
was enveloped in a bright blaze when the 
fire department reached it, and for half an 
hour it looked like it was bound to go. Af- 
fer a gume fight, however, the fire was 
got under control. The building and the 
coutents were about half consumed. 

Ee linweijHad Just Left. 

Afterward it developed that the fire orig- 
inated near some kegs of powder and it 
was these that caused the explosion. Just 
how the tire got there was a mystery. In- 
vestigation showed that young Ellis had 
left the building only a few moments be- 
fore the explosion. He was a trusted 
clerk in the freight department. That 
night he was at work ou his books in the 
othce. ‘There was no one else in the build- 
jug except the night watchman and a young 
man named C. kk. Dalby, who was asleep 
upstairs. Before Dalby retired Ellis told 
him he had seen two tramps around the 
building that night, and that one 
of them had put his head in the window 
and inquired if that was the I<ansas City 
freight depot. About 11 o'clock the watch- 
man told Ellis he was going to the Union 
depot restaurant, two blocks away, for a 
lunch, and requested him to wait until he 
came back. Ellis waited about five min- 
utes and then started to the restaurant. 
Before he reached it the fire alarm sound- 
ed and the explosion occurred. When the 
examination was made after the fire, it 
was found that the combination to the safe 
had been battered up, the knob knocked olf 
and the papers scattered around. 

He Was Shor: in His Accounts. 

The books in which Ellis’s accounts were 
kept had been removed and were found 
in a partially charred condition 2UO feet 
from the office and near the gunpowder. 
It was found that the floor and the freight 
around where the fire originated had been 
suaked with kerosene. [rogi the remains 
of Ellis’s books and from his own acknowl- 
edgement, it was learned that he was 
about SGOO short in his accounts. Tle was 
arrested, charged with arson in the first 
degree, which is murder in the tirst degree 
in this state, and with embezzlement. Just 
before the explosion, Dalby, who was sleep- 
ing over the office, was awakened by the 
fire alarm whistle of a locomotive and was 
standing at the window looking for the fire 
when the powder went off. He was bad- 
ly shaken up but escaped without severe 
injury. The theory of the defense in this 
case was that the two tramps fired the 
building and battered up the safe,their ob- 
ject being burglary. The theory of the 
state was that Ellis battered up the safe 
so that he might lay it on the tramps and 
started the fire, his object being to burn up 
the proofs of his shortage, which up to 
that time had not been suspected. Ellis’s 
character was unquestioned up to the time 
of the fire. He is a full brother to the no- 
torious Tom Ellis, who edjted_ The Hor- 
net and who figured in several tragedies 
here, the last of which cost him his life.

ing and free from an Oversupply of sulphur. 
It Is as clear as mountain spring water. 
Physicians have examined it and pro- 
nounce it first class artesian water und are 
of the opinion that it contains medicinal 
properties.

He believes that it is a healthy 
drinking water. Mr. B. D. Finn, the su- 
perintendent of construction of the well 
for Mr. E. F. Joyce, the  eontractor 
Says that he has drilled a great many wells 
at Savannah.

Florence and oth- 
er places. and that he has never been moro 
successful and had fewer delays in the 
work. Not an hour's time was lost since 
the well was commenced the tatter part of 
August. He said that the water as eom- 
pared with that of other wells: examined by 
him is equally as good. Mr. Finn is an 
indefatigable worker and is one of the most 
successful and experienced men in his line 
of work in the southern states. He has 
been with Mr. Joyce four Vears, Mr. 
Joyee is at the head of the Jovee Well 
Drilling Company, of St. Augustine. Fln.. 
and has made a great reputation in the 


south. 

H. W. Reed is chief engineer of the 
waterworks committee and H. Murphy is 
chairman. The connecting pipes between 
the pump and the standpine have been 
ordered from Jacksonville. The standpipe 
and water mains will be thoroughly drained 
of all water now standing, which was ob- 
tained from the Natilla waterworks, by the 
last of the week and will be refilled with ar- 
tesian water. The standpipe and mains 
will be filled with artesian water by next 
Mondar. 

The depth of the well is 697 feet. The 
piping is twelve inches at the top and ten 
inches at the bottom and extends to a 
depth of 440 feet. The machinery used in 
drilling the well was a rope tool rig which 
is generally used in drilling wells in 
Pennsylvania. The pump used to force the 
water from the well twenty-horse 
pump. with a long stroke and a capacity 
for pumping T00,000 gallons in ten hours.

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MARIEITA’S LIBRARY. 
Four Thousand Books on the Shelves—The 
Beantiful Building. 

Marietta, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)—Ma- 
rietia now has a splendid library in full Wots- 
ing order. ‘The site has been purchased, the 
buildiug erected and paid for, four thousand 
well-bound books adorn its shelves and the ot 
chety is ready to march on to the literary pos- 
sibilities of the future. This splendid 
achievement is the result of a union of two 
separate libraries that have existed here since 
the year 1882, each of which hud on its sheives 
about two thousand volumes. One Was u pub- 
lie library, called the Marietta Library ASsso- 
ciation, and which has been held together by 
the enterprise aud public spirit of its found- 
ers aud those who have since become Mmem- 
bers. The other library was a private one, 
owned Dy Miss Sarah Freeman Clarke. av. 
ing benevolence ag one of the controlling alms 
of her life she erected a cottage ou the 
grounds belonging to her home on Da.lus 
street and there on certain days of each weck 
she gave out books to all whov-would come and 
get them, charging nothing for her time or 
their use except that they be* returned in a 
reasonable time. : 

Miss Clarke is eighty-six years old, and in 
the evening of tife ier design to cogs sone 
benefit and bless those around her becaime 
stronger, and after she passes away 
wants the work to which she has devoted sv 
much of her time continued in the bands of 
others. Her first offer was to give the books 
to the eity government for library purposes. 
Obstucies were encountered here and she then 
considered how she could best donate the 
books that the citizens of Marietta could 
the greatest benefit from them. A union 
of the two Ubraries seemed the most practical 
“ay presernied. fer generous offer to erect 
the buliding and donate the books if the citi- 
Z-ns of Marietta would furnish the lot was ea- 
gerly accepted. Tue Ciarke Library Associa- 
ton Was ineorporated. Miss Clarke sucured 
iu unsolicited donatious from her friends tn 
Boston S1.S00, sud among her relatives $500 
more, making a total of $2,500. The eftizens 
purchased the site where the old Root proper- 
ty stood in front of the Hpiscopal chureh for 
$1.00, aud the building went rapidly up to 
completion. 

Che building is octagonal in shape and ha 
ne Windows on its sides, the tight being fur- 
nished from the top. It is a miniature re- 
production of the great eireular library buijd- 
ing of the British museum in Loudon that has 
on ifs shelves half a million hooks. he li 
brary here has a shelf capacity along its 
sides of about ten thousand books.

A SPRIGHTY OLD MAN. 

He Is Afraid of the Yellow Fever—Makes 
Some Suggestions. 

Waycross, Ga., November 2.—(Special.)-- 
Mr. James McVeigh is in his eighty-sixth 
year and, although his mental faculties are 
slightly impaired, his physical condition is 
very good. He is remarkably active and 
can probably outrun wy man over ffty 
years old in Georgia. He has lived here for 
many years and is the father of twenty-two 
children by one wife, although he has been 
married three times. In early life he was a 
sailor, having worked his way from NSeot- 
land on a vessel. He has been living with 
a son at /Braganza, Ga., for several 
months. He was here during the week and 
said he was afraid of yellow fever. ‘‘The 
people from Bruuswick can bring yellow 
fever here in their clothes and kill the 

*? . 
people,” he said. He was told that the 
government quarantine was so rigidly en- 
forced that it impossible for any one to 
leave Brunswick without being detained 
at the United States detention camp ten 
days. This did not satisfy him. He said: 
“But what about our people going to Bruns- 
wick? Wont they catch the yellow fever 
and bring it back?” He was told that 
under the quarantine regulations no per- 
son could enter Brunswick from without 
unless he had a special permit from NSur- 
geon General Wyman, of the United States 
marine hospital service, and that only 
surgeons and trained nurses were given 
permits. He said that he believed every- 
body ought to leave Brunswick until all 
danger of infection is over. ‘They say 
there are 4,000 negroes and 1,000 whites at 
Brunswiek out of a population of 9.000 
and that they have to be fed by outside 
charity. | would hove been far 
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think ff 
better to have depopulated Brunswick and 
iet the people be provided with enough 
money by the government to enable them to 
live for a while until they could find some 
work. What mght have all those 
negroes got to stay there and 
feed the vellow fever?’ tle 
was told that they were unable to leave 
the city. “Why did not the government 
send them away to some place where they 
could? camp and live on very little?” An 
early frost, he was told, will settle the 
yellow fever problem. The old man shook 
his head knowingly and remarked that if 
all those negroes had to take yellow fever 
frost would do no good.

There were 
men fifty years ago, who laid iis foundations 
broad and deep; and who, with the eare of 
jealous parents, tended ‘¢ and watehed its 
growth.

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A Great Pity. 

It is a great pity that such a newspa- 
per as The New York Evening Post can- 
not discuss the subject of lynching in the 
south without permitting its inherited 
prejudices to do duty as arguments. 

Why, for instance, should a newspa- 
per that is scholarly, logical and fre- 
quently powerful in the presentation of 
its views, trim its arguments on lynch- 
ing with allusions to southern bullies 
and swashbucklers, or allow itself to 
gird at the sentiment which prompts 
men to protect and preserve the purity 
of their wives and daughters?

| north, or of England, or of France. Giv- 

en the same condition and the same re- 
sulis will follow. as they have followed 
| in parts of the north where the test has 
been made. 

This fact does not justify lynching in 
the slightest, but it explains a phe- 
nomenon whiclt. the editor of The 
Evening Post ought not to ig- 
nore. And there is another fact 
that he ought io ponder, namely, 
that there is as little excuse for the 
crime that. leads to lynching as there is 
for the crime of lynching. 

This whole question goes very much 
deeper than politics, and all discussion 
should go as deep.

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The Tariff Issue. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a _ re- 
Sublican organ, remarks that “the dis- 
quieting feature” in the situation “is that 
the democratic party is committed by 
its national platform to make a radical 
and sweeping change in the tariff.” 

Thus far we have failed to see any 
signs of this disquiet. The democratic 
platform was discussed and dissected 
for months from one end of the country 
to the other, and the result was that the 
people endorsed the declarations, accept- 
ed the pledges, and gave ‘the democratic 
party a commission to carry them out. 

It is a significant fact that when the 
McKinley law was pending before the 
republican congress in 1890, The Globe- 
Democrat and other republican organs 
in the west subjecied its provisions to 
the severest criticisms, and freely pre- 
dicted that under its drastic operations 
the policy of protection would cease to 
be popular with the people. | 

These criticisms were justified and 
these predictions fulfilled. The people 
were so disgusted with the operations 
of the MeKinley law that they endorsed 
the democratic declaration pledging ‘the 
party to sweep away every vestige of 
protection for the sake of protection, and 
to levy a tariff for revenue only. 

As The Globe-Democrat says, “with 
many imposts under the McKinley law, 
protection is the chief, almost the sole, 
consideration, the question of revenue 
figuring only incidentally in the minds 
of the framers.’’

The democratic: party has pledged it- 
self—and the pledge was heartily en- 
dorsed by the peopie—to treat taxation 
in the interest of protection as an un- 
constitutional levy, and to formulate a 
tariff solely for the purpose of raising 
revenue to support the government. 

We do not appreciate the “disquieting” 
feature which The Globe-Democrat 
seems to have discovered in the situa- 
tion. We have not perceived it. From 
our point ef view the people are anxious, 
even impatient, to be relieved of the un- 
just taxation that is the sole object of 
the protective tariff. This unjust and 
unnecessary taxation is levied on the 
people in order to add to the already 
large profits of the millionaire manu- 
facturers. It is taxation levied oa the 
masses for the benefit of the classes, and 
for this reason the democratic declara- 
tion denounces it as unconstitutional. 

This is one of the issues on which the 
people do not shift about.

Hon. Seab Reese, of Sparta, spent yester- 
day in the city on his way home from the 
World's fair.

Harrison had undoubtedly a great hold on the 
common people of that bic elity, and on a 
great majority of the voters, but there didn't 
seem to be very much persoaal grief in the 
feelings of the business men over ihe terrible 
tragedy. I don’t mean to say that Uny were 
not generally sorry, or felt ft rrible blew 
to the city, as it undoubtedly was, Lut the 
personal grief didn’t seem cto be there. 

‘They told me before Ll weng up there that 
Chicago was pboted fer its pretty women. 
Now, let me tell you, it'&a great relief to be 
right here in Atlanta and see the women here.

They treat 
bim almvst as nicely as if he was a fellow 
traveler, free and guiltless. They took him 
to the Kimball, but did so quietly, and 
his name is not to be found on the register. 
The officers had him up in the open re- 
ception rooms of the IXimball for a little 
while, but soon left there, preferring to 
take their prisoner back to the train, 
leaving on the vestibuled for Washington 
at 12 o'clock. 

The embezzier makes no statement about 
what he intends to do. It is understood, 
however, that he will make a clean breast 
of it all. He is reported to have made two 
or three remarks indirectly touching*upon 
his plans, though nothing definite. If he 
goes not make a confession of his guilt, 
and take punishment without opposition, 
it is said he will be his own lawyer, In 
this latter case, it is thought that he will 
set up that his guilt is only technical, and 
throw himself upon the mercy of the court.

NEW YORK, November 2.—The light move- 
ment of yesterday has had thé effect of ad- 
vancing the price of cotton in Liverpool.

Opening prices were about form potuts higher 
than yesterday’s close After the opening the 
market commenced gr adually to creep up, and 
by b o'clock an ajl-around advance of 10 
points had been established. The movement 
toward higher prices bas been a slow one, wnd 
the opposition offered to the improvemett bas 
been evident. Desvite the efforts to check 
the advance, however, the light receipts have 
had their effect,- and the probability that 
they wil) continue on a moderate scale in- 
creases the confidence of holderg in the mer- 
its of cotton. The movement at New Orleans 
tomorrow is estimated at 14,000 bales, Lut 
the total receipts for the week will net, in all 
probability, exeeed 525,000, as against 355,000 
last week, The Bombay movelent since the 
ist of Junuary is reported by cables as fol- 
lows: Receipts 1,586,000 bales against 1.635.000 
last year. Shipments to Great Britain tind 
the continent 795.000 against 91,000 last veur. 
The market during the afternoon continued to 
gather strength and toward the close became 
quite strong. Final quotations show an ad- 
vance of from 16 to 1¢ potots on January, 18 
to 19 points on the spring position. The wid- 
ening out of the ditferences on the distant 
months is a healthy sign, indicating the re- 
vival of speculation and a dem: ind to cover on 
the part of Buropean sellers who represent, 
for the most part, the short interest in the 
more distant deliveries. Receipts for the day 
turn out to be smaller than expected. If the 
movement tomorrow does hot show a sub- 
stantial increase higher prices would seem to 
be more than probable. Receipts at the in- 
terior towns, with the exception of Memphis, 
are light. A rumor was current duriug the af- 
ternoon that Messrs. Hill, Fontaine & Co.'s 
monthly report indicated that 66 per cent of 
the crop-had been picked in the Memphis dis- 
trict against 33 per cent %ast year, and that 
the indicated crop was 7 per cent less than 
last vear.

BIG GUNS WERE HERE 


Arthur, Sargeant and Clarke, of the 
Labor Organizations. 


THEY HAVE BEEN TO AUGUSTA 


And Will Goto Knoxville to Look Into 
the East Tennessee Disturbances, 
Mr. Arthur Talks of the Trouble. 


Grand Chief P. M. Arthur, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers; Graud Master 
T. P. Sargeant, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen, and Chief Conductor Clarke, 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Conductors, 
were in Atlanta yesterday. 

They were on their way back to the north 
from Augusta, where they have been looking 
into the disturbances that have lately arisen 
Over the differences between the empioyes 
and authorities of the Georgia rai'road. 

The leaders of the working men's organ‘za- 
tions were received most cordially here. They 
were met by a committee and were taken 
driving in the afternoon. They were taken 
to the state eapitol and introduced to the 
Statehouse officers, after which they were 
driven over the entire city and shown the 
most attractive streets and all the points of 
interest in and about Atlanta. 

Speaking of the trouble that seems brewing 
in Augusta Grand Obief Arthur, of tlie 
brotherhood of Loecomotive FEuygineers, said 
to a Constitution representative: 

‘The disturbance seems to have grown out 
of a failure on the part of the authorities of 
the Georgia railroad to abide a contract that 
existed between them and the trainmen. 
The contract, it seems, was made by General! 
Manager Green while he was in power. Since 
that time Generali Manager Scott has had 
charge of affairs, and the complaint is that 
he has disregarded these contracts with the 
men in certain instances. 

“I don’t think there will be any serious 
trouble about the mattex now, because 
General Manager Scott has cousented to meet 
ail the complaints except one, and that is to 
be he:d up until General Manager Green re- 
turns and can be consulted. As is very well 
known General Manager Green has been away 
from his office for quite a while: in fact that 
he resigned the office for a long vacation, 
which he has been enjoying ior the past five 
or six months. 

“The point which General Manager Scott 
refuses to meet the complaints of the em- 
ployes is in not consenting to restore to ser- 
vice a certain number of men. The force of 
hands has been very seriously cut downecg 
him, and the number now employed is smaliex 
than is agreed on in the contracts, thug put- 
ting more work on the men engaged than 
they ought to be expected to do. It can be 
readily seen that in cutting down the force 
of hands of any company the authorities put 
more Work on the men who are continue in 
service. This is the complaint that hangs 
lire.

“IT am not thoroughly informed as to the 
cause of the differences there. I have it from 
nheivspaper accounts alone that there has been 
a cnt of 10 per cent on salaries by Receiver 
Fink, and that the trainmen think they ought 
not to accept the reduction. ‘They seem to 
think that they had best hold back their ac- 
ceptance of the new scale until they can see 
their way clear for a restoration of their 
former salaries. I am going to Knoxville 
from Atianta to look into the matter now. | 
leave tonight for Knoxville and will confer 
with Receiver Fink tomorrow. I trust there 
can be some agreeable way of settiing this 
trouble, juat as I think the ehances are good 
for adjusting the troubles with the Georgla 
railroad are good.”

Also, twenty-nine bonds, signed by 
Charles J. McDonald, as governor, and J. 
Crawford, as president of the Western and 
Atiantic railroad. - Of these, six are dated 
January 25, 1841, due July 1, 1871, for 
$1,000 each; three are of the same dates, 
for $500 each; seven are dated January 
25, 1840, due June 1, 1870, for $250 each, 
and thirteen are dated January 25, 1841, 
due July 1, 1871, for $250 each. 

On motion the house went into session as 
a committee of the whole with Mr. Mer- 
phon, of Glynn, in the chair. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, took the floor 


jn behalf of the bill and made a long, elab- 
orate and exceedingly able argument for 
-its passace. 


He explained, in opening, 
that these bonds were not in any way as- 
sociated with the corruption of reconstruc- 
tion days, and proceeded to enter into a 
running history of their origin and subse- 
quent vicissitudes, 

Story of the Bonds. 


The bonds are of two classes, Mr. Flem- 
ing went on to say. The first is $12,500 
worth, issued under Governor Charles J. 
McDonald, between the years 1837 and 
1840, in aid.of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. The balance is $8,000 worth 
of bonds, issued in 1866, under Governor 
Charles J. Jenkins, to defray the current 
expenses of state government. These 
were authorized by the convention of 1865, 
and are what is known as the “convention 
bonds.” Neither was in any way connect- 
ed with the period of reconstruction. 

Of these bonds, FE. L. Hayes, of Rhode 
Island, owns the $8,000 issue and E. P. 
Scott & Co., of New York, that of $12,500. 
They bought them in open market years 
aco. 

In 1877, at a convention held here, some 
$7,000,000 worth of fraudulent bonds were 
condemned and repudiated. ‘The bonds in 
question are not in that list. The only 
cloud cast upon them is in the claim by 
Dr. Boseman, an expert employed by the 


- state to examine the obligations incurred in 


reconstruction days, that they were not 
listed in accordance with an act of 1875, 
that made this formality a necessary pre- 
jimnary to payment by the state treasurer. 

There is written proof, said Mr. Fleming, 
that Wr. Boseman was mistaken. 
His certificate and receipt are in 
existence, showing conclusively that the 
bonds were registered in accordance with 
the law. and the only explanation of his 
statement is that in the pressure of business 
he forgot and overlooked this fact. 

The vital questions at present cre: Have 
these bonds been paid? Have they been 
canceled? Have they been in any way ac- 
counted for in the settlement of the state 
with its financial agents? Dr. Boseman’s 
report creates a suspicion that at the time 
Henry Clews was financial agent for the 
state of Georgia he redeemed these bonds

with state funds and refloated them on 
the market. There is absolutely no proof 
to carry out this suspicion. When Mr. 
Clews’s accounts were settled he presented 
$980,250 worth of canceled bonds. These 
were not included. He was also allowed 
$17,000 credit for sterling bonds, payable 
jin pounds, shillings and pence, and these 
are obviously not of that issue. To summa- 
rize, it has never been claimed that Clews 


was indebted to the state and under the. 


circumstances it is immaterial whether he 
paid these bonds or not. The real point is 
that the state has never paid them and 
today stands indebted for their face value. 

In 1880 or 1881 a bill was presented to 
the house to pay the McDonald bonds. It 
was defeated as was also a motion to ap- 

nt a committee to investigate their va- 
idity. The whole question was dodged 
without inquiry 


Mr. Fleming closed with a strong appeal | 
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to sustain the honor of the state by dis- 
charging this long-standing debt. He called 
attention to the fact that the non-payment 
of these bonds has damaged the credit of 
(ieorgia in the north and prevented its 
ceurities being listed for investment by 
the great insurance companies. His argu- 
ment was listened to with clese attention 
and generally spoken of as the finest and 
most eloquent heard this session. 
Oppusing the Bill. 


Mr. Sears, of Webster, next addressed 
the house. He stated that he should vote 
against the bill. The history of the bonds 
was so obscure and so linked with a period 
of fraud and corruption that they were to 
say the least open to strong suspicion. It 
was strange, very strange, that if this claim 
is an honest one and 11s history clear aud 
unobscured by fraud, no previous legisla- 
ture bad taken action on the subject. The 
matter had been up before, in past years, 
and no committee on finance had ventured 
to recommend the payment of this money. 

He was not in possession, Mr. Sears con- 
tinued; of any great amount of data on the 
subject, but the failure of past legislatures 
to act seemed to him sufficiently significant 
to cause a careful man to hesitate. He be- 
lieved that some value should be attached 
to precedents, and that the attifude of 
those who examined into the quéstion in 
former sessions should be respected now. 

Mr. Fleming objected to this style of 
argument. One might as well insist, he 
said, that because a jury convicts a man 
for murder, and he obtains’a new trial, 
that the next jury should simply repeat the 
original verdict. 


Arguments Pro and Con, 


Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, took the floor, 
stating that he desired to present to the 
huuse the reasons that would iniluence him 
in Casting his vote for the bill. He heid 
in his hand one of the bouds, and, reading 
it, asked what evidence had ever been 
presented that it was but valid and still 
due. ‘he burden of proof, Le coutinued, 
lay. upon those who disputed its validity, 
and it is incumbent upon those whve 
vote against the measure to state why 
they so vote. It would not do to say 
vaguely that they believed there was 
“something wrong’ about the bonds. If 
there was no proof to the contrary forth- 
coming, the assumption stood that the 
claim was bona tide, and all investigation of 
the history of the bonds went to prove their 
validity. The matter had been carefully 
looked into, and he believed that the honor 
of the state demanded the payment of this 
debt. Jt was time, at ull events, for the 
general assembly to look the issue square_y 
in the face and take decisive action in one 
way or the other. It wus discredituble 
to the state of Georgia to permit any 
further evasion of the point. 

Mr. Graham, of Appling, next addressed 
the house. ‘Chere was no evidence what- 
ever, he said, that these bonds were 
spurious, and no evidence that they had 
ever been paid. In short, they come before 
the house with their validity unattacked by 
anything better than surmise. Mr. Hogan, 
of Lincoln, had objected to voting for the 
bill because only fifty-two members had 


, been present when the attorney general 


at a past seSsi0n Was instructed to look 
into the validity of the bill. What bearing, 
he asked, did that have upon the subject ? 
How did it affect the justice of the claim’? 
Tor that matter, the attorney general 
might have investigated the bonds upon his 
ownh motion. 

Another gentleman had insisted upon the 
house doing nothing because former legis- 
latures had done nothing. Upon this prin- 
ciple, a man might give a promissory note 
and, failing to pay it upon first presenta- 
tion, refuse to settle thereafter on the 
ground of precedent. 


Mr. Rankin Leads the Attack. 


Mr. Rankin, of Gordon, addressed the 
house against the passage of the bill, and 
made a long and impassioned arguinent. 
=e ery. “tert the history of the 
onds, and insiste i asty acti 
ead Gee that no hasty action 
The reports thus far made upon their

claim. He favored the referring of the 
whole matter to qa committee of three citi- 
zeus, to be appointed by the governor. to 
report at the next session of the house. 

his suggestion was bitterly combatted 
by the advocates of the bill, led by Mr. 
I leming, who introduced a resolution that 
the bill be referred to a house committee 
of eleven, one from each district, to report 
back to the house in ten days. 

Lhe discussion then beaume general, Mr. 
Branch, Mr. Hendon and Mr. Bacon all 
speaking in favor of the passage of. the 
bill. Mr. Hogan, of Lincoin, spoke against 
the passage. Finally the previous question 
was moved and upon a vote being taken 
Mr. Fleming's resolution, to refer to a com- 
mittee of eleven, was carried. This was 
undoubtedly so far a victory for the friends 
of the measure. .«

THE DOCTORS’ BILL 


It Will Come Up Before the House Judiciary 
for Action. 

A bill wit come before the house general 
judiciary committee today or tomorrow, 
recommended by the Georgia Medical As- 
sociation. Its object is to regulate the li- 
censing of medical practitioners in Georgia 
by such rules as will guarantee a proficiency 
in their profession before they have a legal 
right to practice. 

Dr. T. M. McIntosh, of Thomasville, and 
Dr. J. C. Field, of Oglethorpe, have been 
appointed by the association from their 
respective districts to look after the bill, 
which is regarded by the profession as a 
very important one. In speaking of it these 
gentlemen stated as the reason for urging 
its passage that the medical profession of 
the state had long felt the need for some 
regulation in this matter. It is the object 
of the bill to have appointed a state board 
of medical examiners, consisting of one 
member from each congressional district in 
the state, and five from the gtate at large. 

“The trouble heretofore has been,” said 
Dr. McIntosh, “that Georgia has had no 
regulation to govern the licensing of phy- 
sicians. Such regulations exist in all of the 
surrounding states, and the consequence

has been that when a man has failed to 
pass his examination in any other state, he 
has moved to Georgia and settled for prac- 
tice. As a consequence the medical pro- 
fession has been encumbered in Georgia 
With a great many unweitome members. 
If the present bill is adopted, as it should 
be, this trouble will be remedied. We have 
no_war to make on any school of special 
practice. The bill provides liberally for 
all recognized schools. Our only object is 
to insure the fact that when a doctor is 
ficensed to practice in this state, he will 
possess such qualifications as will entitle 
him to assume _the grave responsibilities of 
a physician and surgeon. 

“The object of the board will be to pass 
on the application of every doctor who de- 
sires to practice medicine in Georgin. He 
will appear before the board, whic’: will be 
composed of liberal and fair-minéed physi- 
cians, appointed by the governer of the 
state. They will examine his fications.

MONEY AND “REP.” 


Atlanta’s Detectives and a Sleuth Hound 
from Alabama 


CLAIM ALL THAT ACCRUES TO THOSE 


Who Unraveled the Sloane Murder Mys- 
tery—The Two Conflicting Claims 
Submitted to Arbitremeni. 


One of the cleverest pieces of detective 
work in unraveling a dense murder mys- 
ever credited to the Atlanta detective de- 
partment has been claimed by another man, 
and yesterday there was quite a livey and 
spirited contest before a board of arbitra- 
tion, to which the claims of both 
had been submitted, for the reward 
$1,000 involved in the case. 

The case was that of the assassination of 
Captain A. C. Sloane, of McDonough, which 
occurred in May of last year. ‘The pub- 
lic that heard of the solution of the deep 
mystery surrounding this cowardly murder 
only through the newspapers never heard a 
single intimation that any other officers 
besides those connected with the Atlanta 
detective department had a hand in this 
commendable piece of work. 

The case was dismissed from the public 
mind several months ago when the two 
criminals, who, it Was understood, had been 
hunted down and jailed on evidence gather- 
ed bit by bit by the Atlanta detectives, 
were convicted on this same evidence and 
shut up in the state penitentiary for life. 
It was stated in the newspaper accounts 
that a reward of $1,000 had been offered 
for the apprehension and conviction of the 
murderer, and the dear pubdac, if it thought 
anything about it at all, supposed that the 
Atlanta sleuth hounds had pocketed the 
cool $1,000 and gone about their business. 

But this was a wrong inference. The 
money has not yet been paid, although it 
has been waiting for several months for 
the right man to establish his claim to it. 
The arbitration, which consumed several 
hours yesterday, was for the purpose of 
fixing the rightful claimant of the reward 
money. 

The murder of Captain Sloane was com- 
mitted late one Sunday night and was mys- 
terious to a degree. The motive of the 
assassin clearly was robbery, as it was 
known that Captain Sloane constantly kept 
a targe sum of money about his home. But 
the killimg was not discovered until long 
after the murderer had escaped and all 
traces of his visit, except a couple of tracks 
at a window, had been obliterated. 

Governor Northen offered a reward of 
$250, which was quickly supplemented by 
an additional $000 offered by the family of 
the murdered man. So great was the popu- 
larity of Captain Sloane that the people of 
McDonough subscribed $200, swelling the 
reward to $1,000. The fact that this re- 
ward had been offered was wideiy adver- 
tised and detectives from all over the south 
were attracted to the case. 

Among the detectives who undertook to 
unravel the mystery was Detective Alex 
Gimijle, of Uiontgonery, Ala-, ond of 
the shrewdest men of his professsion in 
the south. He has quite a record in his 
state for catching noted criminals. He 
went to McDonough and put his nose to 
the trail. It was not long before he struck 
a vital clue, and he followed this up with 
the arrest of Jim Shaefer, a negro whvu 
lived near McDonough. He kept his move- 
ments strictly private, and while he was 
still working on the case in McDonough, 
Detectives Green, Looney, Bedford, Cason 
and Captain Wright, who had been work- 
ing on the case, arrested a negro preacher 
who formerly lived in McDonough and 
locked him up on suspicion of having com- 
mitted the crime. 

The negro preacher was Ben Bivins, and 
two days after his arrest he confessed the 
crime and implicated Jim Schaefer, the 
negro under arrest at McDonough. The 
Atlanta detectives went to McDonough to 
arrest Schaefer and found him already in 
jail. They brought Sehaefer to Atlanta, 
but failed to secure a confession from him. 

The negroes were returned to the Mce- 
Donough jail and were convicted of murder 
during the present year. Immediately af. 
ter the conviction the Atlanta detectives 
put in a claim for the reward... Detective 
Gimble also filed @ claim, and the settle- 
ment of the matter was complicated no 
little. The detectives have been talking 
over the matter for several weeks, but 
could reach no conclusion, and with the 
best of feeling mutually agreed to submit 
the matter to arbitration. 

Yesterday was the day set for the arbi- 
tration and the parties interested met in the 
supreme courtroom where the evidence in 
the case was on file. Chief of Detectives 
Wright selected Captain Jim Loyd and 
Detective Gimble chose Mr. W. S. West- 
moreland, and these two named Colonel 
W. Hulsey as the third man on the 
board of arbitration. 

All the evidence was gone through with 
and statements were heard from several 
of the detectives acquainted with the facts 
in the ease. The case was conducted in a 
legal manner, and when the evidence was 
closed was submitted to the board for a 
decision. 

The verdict of the board was rendered 
about 6 o’clock and gave the Atlanta detee- 
tives $750 and to Detective Gimble &250. 
This verdict was received with general ap- 
proval and the detectives parted amicably.

FINDS HIM GUILTY. 


In the Case of Dr. C. W. Gardner the 
Jury Makes Quick Work. 


NOTIFIES A MOTION WILL BE MADE 


The Testimony Is Listened to with Inter- 
est bya Large Audience-—Mrs. Hol- 
lingsworth Is Pretty and Young, 


Dr. G. W. Gardner, charged with assault 
with intent to murder on account of a 
criminal operation alleged to have been 
performed by him on a young girl, was yes- 
terday afternoon convicted of the crime, 
The jury was out hardly out more than fif- 
teen minutes. 

The first witness in the case was Detec- 
tive Cason, who told how the fact of a 
young white girl being at a negro cabin 
was reported to him. Upon investigation 
he found the statement made him was 
corroborated. He went to the negro house, 
which was occupied by Lee Robinson and 
his wife, and found a sick girl. The negro 
told about the birth of a child and the bur- 
ial, and pointed out to the detective the 
miniature grave, which had been made un- 
der a peach tree. 

The coroner was summoned and took 
charge of the body and the girl mother. 
Ed Holingsworth, the father of the child, 
and Dr. Gardver were arrested. Dr. 
Gardner was charged with having per- 
formed a criminal operation, having in view 
the perpetration of an abortion, 

They Were Married in Jalil. 

The girl was the next witness. Since the 
unfortunate affair she has married Hollings- 
worth, the ceremony taking place at the 
jail. She told her sad story most unwill- 
ingly, and at times appealed to the judge 
as to whether or not she should answer 
certain questions put to her by the counsel 
for the defendant and Solicitor Hill. She 
told about going to Dr. Gardner's office 
and how he pertormed an operation on her 
and afterwards gave her medicine, teding 
her that her trouble would thus be averted 
without the world being any the wiser. 

She told about going to the home of the 
negro, and the attendant circumstances of 
the birth of the child. 

The third witness was the physician who 
attended young Mrs. Hollingsworth, Dr. 
Wright. He tegtitied at length, giving a 
lot-of expert testimony. He thought that 
the death of the child had been caused by 
a criminal operation or the taking of cer- 
tain drugs or medicine. 

Dr. Gardner made his statement, in which 
he denied that he performed any opera- 
tion upop the girl, and said that she only 
called on him once. 

Solicitor Hid made a strong speech end 
was followed by Mr. R. J. Jordan, attorney 
for the defense, who had the closing argu- 
ment, as he introduced no evidence. 

The jury retired at half past 4 o’clock 
and returned the verdict, as already told. 
The penalty is not less than two years in 
the penitentiary. 

Mr. Jordan gave notice that he would 
make a motion some time this week.
